Items Sent to Budget Bureau. 


The Public Utilities Commission 
modified the provision so that the 
crossing policemen would be paid for by 
the District and the companies would 
be spared the paving expense except as 
pertaining to track repairs. 

It was necessary to have the Bureau 
of the Budget pass on these items be- 
fore submission to Congress, because 
they entail added expense for the Dis- 
trict out of general revenues derived 
chiefly from taxation. Therefore the 
items were submitted to the Commis- 
stoners and by them sent for study to 
the District Highway Department. 
Yesterday morning the Commission- 
ers received the report of the Highway 
Department and considered it. They had 
just about, but not finally, made up 
their minds to submit the items to 
the Bureau of the Budget with a letter 
of transmittal indicating their acquies- 
cence in relieving the companies of ex- 
pense for policemen, but not for adding 
to the taxpayers’ burden the paving 
costs proposed. This information was 
transmitted to the Public Utilities 
Commission.

In the afternoon the Commissioners 
met to dispose of routine business hav- 
ing nothing to do with the merger. 
They were unexpectedly informed that 
William F.: Ham, president of the 
Washington Raliway & Eicctric Co., 
and John H. Hanna, president of the 
Capital Traction Co., desired to appear 
before them. They had sent no word 
to the traction presidents. 

Some one else, however, had notified 
Ham and Hanna of how the land lay 
and the two street car Officials had 
spent a half hour in various offices in 
the District Bwuilding hunting for a bill 
submitted to Congress in 1926 by a 
prior Board of Commissioners, at that 
time also composing the Public Utili- 
ties Commission, wherein it was pro- 
posed that the car companies be re- 
lieved of all the paving expense to 
which they now are subjected. 

Ham and Hanna argued with the 
Commissioners in an effort to dissuade 
them from opposing the paving relief.

The operations range from Army and 
Navy joint exercises before the impor- 
tant sea entrances to the country, dem- 
onstrations, separately and jointly, by 
the Air Corps, Cavalry, Artillery and 
Infantry, down through the National] 
Guard organizations ‘to the citizens 
military training camps where more 
than 30,000 young men will receive 30 
days’ training, many of them being 
hapa to military life for the first 

me. 


Will Defend New York. 


The defenses of Long Island Sound, 
which guard the eastern entrance to 
New York Harbor, will be the scene of 
intensive Coast Artillery battle practice 
some time in June. The date is to be 
determined by Maj. Gen. Preston Brown, 
commender of the First Corps Area at 
Boston. 

The problem of defending the en- 
trance to Chesapeake Bay, behind which 
lie important commercial industries and 
the Capital of the Nation, will be 
worked upon by joint endeavors of the 
Air Corps, Coast Artillery and Navy. 
These exercises will take place between 
May 8 and 23 and will bring into play 
the great 16-inch guns of the Railway 
Artillery as well as the heavy coast- 
defense guns in the permanent fortifi- 
cations. It will be the most extensive 
peace-time practice in which the Rail- 
way Artillery has ever engaged. 


Air Corps to Cooperate.

Beginning. at Langley 
Field, Va.. May 1, there will be a five- 
day battle practice of concentrated Air 
Corps units for the development of 
filght tactics for both attack and pur- 
Suit aviation and the bombing of tar- 
gets. Similar exercises will be conduct- 
“@d by Gen. Foulois at Fort Bragg, N. C., 
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Fort Still, Okla., May 16; Fort Riley, 
Kans., May 19, and Fort Leavenworth, 
Kans., May 22. 
Fort Leonard Wood, formerly Camp 
Meade, in Maryland, will be the scene 
of maneuvers in which will be utilizea 
all types of motorized forces. Many 
new developments in motorized imple- 
ments of war will be tried out under 
service conditions for the first time. 


Cavalry to Be Utilized. 


Cavalry maneuvers will be held in 
Texas where at separate times the entire 
First Cavalry Division and the Second 
Cavalry Division will be utilized, the 
dates of these two maneuvers will be 
determined by the commanding general 
of the Eighth Corps Area. at Fort Sam 
Houston. 

Four elementary problems involving 
communication have been worked out 
for troops in the principal Army Corps 
Areas and in the Philippines, Panama 
and Hawail. The generals commanding 
these areas are to determine the dates 
for the exercises. 

In addition to the citizens’ military 
training camps which will be held in 
various parts of the country during 
July and August, the national guard 
of each State wil hold thair annual en- 
campment, and training oR will 
give instruction to members of the Of- 
ficers Reserve Corps. The service 
schools of the Army, conducted for post- 
graduate courses for each branch of the 
service, will be filled with officers.

Suing Widow of Rector and 
Her Brothers, Blackman 
Publishes Charges. 


HOLDS FIVE CONSPIRED 
TO SEND 4 TO CHAIR 


Damaged by Not Being Put on 
Stand, He Claims; Will 
Ask $56,000. 


Special to The Washington Post. 

Newark, N. J., April 6.—A new ghost 
materialized tonight from the Hall- 
Mills murder, five and a half years in 
the past, to plague Mrs. Frances Stevens 
Hall, widow of the slain Rev. Dr. Ed- 
ward Wheeler Hall, and her brothers 
Willie and Henry Stevens. 

It appeared in an announcement by 
A. M. Blackman—fingerprint expert, 
who says he knows who forged Willie 
Stevens’ fingerprint to a calling card 
said to have been found at Dr. Hall's 
feet—that he tomorrow will sue Mrs 
Hall and her brothers for $56,000, charg- 
ing breach of contract. Papers in the 
suit will be filed tomorrow morning 
in the United States District Court in 
Newark for Blackman by Haines & 
Chanalis, Newark law firm. 

Blackman, who lives in the Bronx, 
New York City, and has been finger- 
print expert at the West Farms Court 
for the last twelve years, is suing for 
breach of contract and damages he con- 
tends he suffered when he was retained 
and consulted but not called upon to 


and ner kinsmen. 
Charges Five Conspired. 


Five persons, Blackman asserts, in a 
Statement given out tonight, conspired 
to “send four people to the electric 
chair with he aid of a unique bit of 
manufactured evidence.” 

“All the facts, together with the time. 
place and names of the five who par- 
ticipated in the above-mentioned con- 
spiracy,” Blackman wrote, ‘‘will be dis- 
closed at a later date and through an- 
other channel. 

“The writer (Blackman) is now ready 
2 disclose gcientific proof which shows 
beyond doubt that the fingerprint on 
he card was but a clumsy forgery and 
iater was ingenuiously doctored to make 
a proof which would fit the identifica- 
tion of the genuine fingerprint.” 

In the celebrated trial of Mrs. Hall. 
the Stevens brothers and her cousin. 
Henry De La Bruyere Carpender, in 
January of 1927, State Senator Alexan- 
der Simpson, special prosecuor, insisted 
the print on the card was that of Willie 
Stevens’ left index finger. 

Three experts testified for the State 
that this was so. Three experts refuted 
their testimony for. the defense. 

“This was,” Blackman recalls, “the 
first time in the history of the finger- 
print science that a dispute arose over 
the identification of fingerprints.” 


Says Seven Experts Agree. 


Josepn A. Faurot, formerly New York 
city police expert and known as the 
“father of fingerprinting” in this coun- 
try, swore Willie had imprinted his 
finger mark on the Rev. Hall's calling 
card. 

The three who swore it was not 
Willie’s mark, Blackman asserts, did not 
have mathematical proof that the mark 
was forged. He can prove it beyond 
doubt, now, he says, and he has the 
affidavits of seven other experts who 
certify they have checked his work and 
found he has established a forgery. 

“This is,” Blackman said, “the first 
time . the forgery of the _ so-called 
Stevens fingerprints has been laid 
bare.” 

Other experts have asserted since the 
trial that the calling card prints were 
made a long while after the bodies of 
Dr. Hall and his chorister sweetheart, 
Mrs. Eleanor Mills, were found under a 
crab apple tree outside New Brunswick, 
N. J., on September 16, 1922. 


Woman’s Body Found 
In Abandoned Auto 


Inverness, Fla., April 6 (A.P.).—A 
woman’s body, partly clad and with a 
bullet wound under the left eye, was 
found slumped over an automubile 
steering wheel just off State highway 
No. 5 near Hernando. Letters in a suit- 
case in the machine tentatively identi- 
fied her as Mrs. A, F. Carselle, Limona, 
Fla., winter visitor and resident of 
Georgla. 

The body was discovered in an aban- 
doned roadway by a highway crew. A 
coroner’s jury decided that the wound 
was made by a 25-caliber automatic 
pistol, but no weapon was found about 
the car. The automobile bore a Georgia 
license plate and its tank was dry. 

The woman, apparently about 40 
years of age, was clad in a single under- 
garment, stockings and one shoe.

Establishment here of a _ $1,000,000 
garbage disposal plant and three trash 
reduction incinerators at a cost of 
$220,000 was recommended to the Gib- 
son subcommittee yesterday by the 
representatives of the Bureau of Effi- 
clency.

TRIP IS FOR PLEASURE 
ONLY, HE REITERATES 


Supplying His Own Music to 
Orchestra, He Dances Each 
Night on Way Over. 


Southampton, England, April 6 (A. 
P.).—Henry Ford’s visit to England will 
be a site-seeing trip, not a sightseeing 
jaunt, if Southampton’s woman mayor 
and numerous industrial communities 
have their way about it. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ford arrived here today 
on the steamship Majestic, and almost 
the first thing they heard about as 
soon as the ship touched the shores was 
the advantages of Southampton as a 
manufacturing center. This was re- 
lated proudly by Mrs. Foster Welch, 
who wore the chain of the mayoralty 
office and was eager to set forth her 
arguments in favor of her home town 
at the earliest possible moment. 

It seems that Mr. i‘ord has owned a 
factory site in Southampton for some 
time, but there have been delays in 
the erection of the plant. Mrs, Welch 
‘| felt that she would like to have Mr. 
Ford himself take a look at the prop- 
erty. Her hope—and the hope of all 
Southampton—is that on this visit the 
automobile manufacturer may decide 
to go ahead with the plant ~ which 
the city has been looking forward for 
years, 

Asks Mrs. Ford’s Ald. 


Mrs. Welch not only had a long chat 
with Mr. Ford, but solicited the aid of 
Mrs. Ford, good naturedly remarking: 
“You know, Mrs. Ford, we women 
must stand together.” 

And Mrs. Ford replied, “We certainly 
must, but——’ 

She added, “Mr. Ford himself must 
decide about the site—I have nothing 
to do with that.” 

Notwithstanding dispatches had men- 
tioned that Mr. and Mrs. Ford were 
coming to Europe merely as tourists, 
various delegations endeavored to gain 
an audience with the manufacturer, 
many of these representing towns, each 
of which has “an ideal site” for an au- 
tomobile factory. 

In conversation with the Associated 
Press correspondent Mr. Ford said: “It 
is purely a pleasure trip. I really have 
no set plans. ~* have no intention just 
now of looking at any factory sites, but 
[ promised Mrs. Welch to give her re- 
quest every consideration.” 

Mrs. Ford said: “We came over to 
enjoy Englan’ in the early’ spring. 
Spring being earlier here, we plan to 
pass three weeks, then return home, 
thus having the benefit of two springs.” 


Praises Rubber Decision. 


With regard to the removal of the 
rubber restrictions by Great Britain, 
Mr. Ford said it certainly was a step 
in the right direction, and he was very 
much pleased to hear the news. Thomas 
Edison, he remarked, was devoting 
much time to the question of rubber 
development, hoping to find some plant 
which would give a greater annual 
yield. 

“Edison at 81,” continued Mr. Ford, 
“is as active s ever and giving rubber 
a great deal of his attention. He has 
found a plant which yields a certain 
percentage of iubber nnually, and his 
problem now is to find some means, 
perhaps, of propagating this plant to 
his satisfact-.on.”’ 

During the voyage across the Atlantic 
Mr. Ford mingled with the passengers 
every day and danced nearly every eve- 
ning. He brought his own music, which 
he gave to the orchestra to play, and 
there was an exhibition of old-fashioned 
dances, his favorite being the polka. 
He afterward initiated the passengers 
in the intricacies of the quadrille, the 
mazurka and the Virginia reel.

Albania Opens Border

Chicago, April 6.—Six men, including 
& wealthy theater owner, were held 
under bonds totaling $220,000 in Ham- 
mond, Ind., tonight, charged with the 


bombing that practically demolished 
the new $1,700,000 State Theater, there 
last November 8. They were seized fol- 
lowing a nine-weeks investigation by 
Elmer Vrooman, deputy State fire mar- 
Shal of Indiana. 

Joe Million, business agent of the 
Hammond Motion Picture Operators 
Union and the man who was operator 
in the blasted theater, was the first to 
be seized. He, it is alleged, confessed 
his part in the plot and then followed 
the arrest of William Kleihege, owner 
of several other Hammond theaters and 
lessee of the State Theater at the time 
it was bombed. 

Others arrested for taking various 
parts in the alleged conspiracy were 
Harry L. Ames, business agent of the 
Hammond Hod Carriers Union; James 
Tuto, business agent of the Hammond 
Finishers Union; Marwood Williams, a 
trustee of the Hod Carriers Union, and 
Dean Melloy, said to be a Chicago 
hoodlum, 

According to Million’s confession, 
police say, Kleihege, majority stock- 
holder in the Northern Theater Co. of 
Hammond, found when he had leased 
the State Theater, that he had a white 
elephant on his hands. So, Million is 
quoted as saying, the theater man de- 
cided to have the place bombed, 

“He gave me $2,000,” Million said. 
“I kept one-half of the money and gave 
the other half to Harry Ames.” 

It was stated each of the others re- 
ceivéd certain sums for their share in 
the bombing. 

On the night of the bombing, Million 
continued, according to the police, he, 
being operator at the theater, left the 
door open so his co-conspirators could 
get in and place the bomb. Ames, 
Tuto, Melloy and Williams drove up 
with eight sticks of dynamite that 
Ames is said to have stolen from a 
Hammond plumber’s shop, to the 
theater, the confession continues. : 

Ames and Tuto, it Is alleged, went 
carrying the dynamite with 
them. Melloy and Williams remained 
on watch outside. The two on the 
inside carried the explosive down the 
aisie and laid it in the orchestra pit. 
Then they lit the fuse and stole out 
of the theater. 

The blast did more than 81,000,000 
damage, so demolishing the theater 
that it has never been repaired. 
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BRITISH INCENSED 
OVER COURT-MARTIAL 


Dismissal of Officers Accused 
-by Admiral Is Not to End 
Famous Case. 


London, April 6 (A.P.).—The court- 
martial, growing out of the controversy 
over jazZ music on the British battle- 
ship Royal Oak, has deeply stirred pub- 
lic opinion and it was evident today 
that the affair would not be allowed 
to end with the promulgation of the 
sentences. 

Two of the officers involved, Com- 
mander H. M. Daniel and Capt. Ken- 
neth G. B. Dewar, were sentenced to 
dismissal from their ship and a severe 
reprimand.

FLOOD CONTROL—MAKE A START. 

The flood control problem is too big to be 
limited in scope or cost by the present Con- 
gress. It would be foolhardy to believe that 
@ condition that has existed for years can be 
set right at once. A real solution must be 
reached, and obviously many essential details 
will be disclosed as the work progresses. The 
vital thing to be expected from this Congress 
is a beginning of the work along lines that 
will give promise of real relief for the inhab- 
itants of the Mississippi Valley. 

Opposition to the Reid-Jones flood control 
bill appears to be directed toward four pro- 
visions. They are: Assessment of the entire 
obligation upon the Federal Treasury; lack of 
definite limit in the amount to be expended; 
the increase in the size of the commission to 
five, including two civilians, and authoriza- 


tion of surveys in the tributary watersheds 
of the Mississippi. Essentially, these features 
constitute the difference between the measure 
drawn in Congress and the Jadwin plan which 
the President submitted to that body. The 
fact that they are departures from the recom- 
mendations of the Army engineers does not 
stamp them as being unwise. 

General sentiment has indicated very plainly 
shat the Nation is not in harmony with Pres- 
ident Coolidge in his belief that a proportion- 
ate share of the expense should be borne by 
lower Mississippi States. It has been ackuowl- 
edged that the inhabitants of the Mississippl 
Basin suffer as the result of conditions entirely 
peyond their control, and that the States which 
constitute the river’s drainage area have as 
great responsibility as those who live along 
the levees. More than that, it is recognized 
that every State in the Union should be will- 
ing to accept a portion of the obligation. 

The other three objections are more or less 
interlocking. If there ts to be a commission 
and a study of the tributary systems it Is 
impossible to see how the amount ultimately 
to be expended can be fixed. Both the creation 
of a commission with civilian members and 
the auxiliary surveys are vital, if there is to 
be an adequate and final solution of the prob- 
lem. The matter needs the best engineering 
skill that the Nation can provide, and until 
gafeguards are provided in the headwaters 
the danger of floods in the Mississippi Valley 
will continue to exist. 

There need be no conflict between the Reild- 
Jones bill and the budget or the Coolidge theo- 
ries of economy. It is not necessary that the 
present Congress or the succeeding one should 
provide all of the money necessary to do the 
work. Legislative consideration of flood con- 
trol will be essential during the next five 
sessions of Congress, at least. The recom- 
mendations of the commission will require new 
authorizations and additional funds. What is 
the immediate need is that there be a begin- 
ning. The fear that the expense will run riot 
may well be left to the discretion of those who 
must decide the question in the future.

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FRENCH AND AMERICAN FILMS, 


Will Hays has made little visible progress 
in’ his efforts to settle the American-French 
film differences.

“French industry by forcing the American ex- 
hibitor to purchase a percentage of its films 
in return for the privilege of exhibiting the 
“American product in France, has made a 
minor concession by permitting films equal in 
quantity to 40 per cent of last year’s imports 
to come in without restriction.

Senator Walsh is undoubtedly sincere in 
the message that he has sent to his friends. 
-He would hardly have entered the race for 
the presidential nomination if he had not 
believed that he was entitled to the honor and 
had some slight chance of being so rewarded. 
There is something about the prize and the 
pursuit of it that creates optimism. There- 
fore, it is hard for any man to measure his 
own chances, especially after he has definitely 
declared himself, for from then on he hears in 
the main only that for which his ears are 
attuned. 

The fact remains that the Walsh candidacy 
assumed no real proportions until it received 
the backing of the McAdoo forces, It came 
forward then as a coalition, and there is 
nothing to show that McAdoo has abandoned 
or forgotten the sentiments which Inspired 
him at Madison Square Garden. -Senator 
Walsh’s own statement that his views and 
those of McAdoo are “approximately identi- 
cal’’ permits of the conclusion that the Walsh 
candidacy. will resemble that of McAdoo in 
1924, Had the former Secretary of the 
Treasury been of any other opinion he would 
not have enlisted under the Walsh banner. 
and having done so he will see to it, if he 
can, that Walsh stops Smith, at least. Senator 
Walsh, of course, speaks for himself, but 
whether he can speak for McAdoo is another 
question. 


WEST VIRGINIA’S CANDIDATE. 


The entry of Senator Guy D. Goff, of West 
Virginia, in the Republican presidential 
sweepstakes is of special interest, in view of 
the uncertainty that has enveloped the Repub- 
lican situation ever since last August, when 
President Coolidge announced that he would 
not run. The field has been open to favorite 
sons everywhere, and there@is no reason why 
Senator Goff should not respond to the de- 
mand of West Virginia Republicans that he 
carry the flag of that State into the convention. 

West Virginia, the child of storm, has had 
a prominent place in many conventions. Its 
political leaders have helped to make and 
unmake presidential nominees. It furnished 
a vice presidential candidate in the person of 
Henry Gassaway Davis in 1904, and twenty 
years later another Davis, a native son of West 
Virginia, was the Democratic nominee for 
President. If Senator Goff should be nomi- 
nated the country would hear again of Clarks- 
burg, the native town of both John W. Davis 
and Guy D. Goff, 

Mr. Goff spent twenty-six years of his life 
in Wisconsin, where he entered public life and 
as a regular Republican had his share of 
trouble with the La Follette machine. During 
his term in the Senate he has gained a strong 
place in judiciary matters by reason of his 
legal attainments and his courage in rebuff- 
ing unconstitutional propositions without re- 
gard to political bias or political consequences. 

It may be taken for granted that West Vir- 
ginia will send a solid delegation to Kansas 
City for Senator Goff. His State, therefore, 
will be a factor in the selection of a candidate, 


TO COMBINE TRUNK LINES, 


The major Eastern railroads appear to have 
decided with some degree of definiteness upon 


a ,four-trunk system of consolidation. The 
fifth trunk line proposed by L. F. Loree was 
abandoned at the most recent conference and 
the tentative grouping calls for the dominance 
of the Pennsylvania, New York Central, Balti- 
more & Ohio and the Nickel Plate. The out- 
look for the moment is that a peaceful way 
out has been found by giving the Delaware 
& Hudson a Western outlet. 

The agreement on the part of the railroads 
is, of tourse, only the initial step. The exact 
details of the regrouping must be decided upon 
next. The entire proposal then goes to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. Hearings 
will be held and the views of short line roads 
and minority stockholders must be obtained. 
It will then be up to the commission to decide 
whether the suggested consolidation is in the 
public interest. 

The essential advantage that may be ex- 
pected from the consolidation proposal is that 
the existing trunk lines will be able to save 
large sums they might otherwise have to spend 
for extensions of their systems. The combined 
operation of: trackage would result in econ- 
omies which the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission would have to take into account. 
There are, however, elements in the new allo- 
cation from which trouble may be expected. 
The Lehigh Valley and the Lackawanna, es- 
sentials links in the consolfdation, have shown 
‘no eagerness to join in any of the regroupings 
that have been considered. They may object 
strenuously to being absorbed, — | 

Despite present obstacles the agreement 
reached by the Eastern railroads and the 
presentation of the Parker bill to Congress 
form the two most hopeful sig . 
consolidation that have appeared in recent 
months, Without either or both aids the work 
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agitation may be expected to influence the 
American electorate to perform its duty at the 
polls, 

An increased vote of itself, however, is not 
desirable unless it is accompanied by an in- 
creased intelligence. There is nothing to be 
gained through herding voters to the polls to 
cast ignorant or corrupt ballots, In the final 
analysis, it is better to have government 
through an informed minority than through an 
ignorant and controlled majority. Organiza- 
tions sponsoring get-out-the-vote movements 
assume the obligation of creating an intelligent 
electorate. 

This\is a major task. Politics has become 
involved and intricate, issues overlap, and plat- 
forms frequently lose their meaning as soon 
as the ballots have been counted. Small won- 
der that the electorate has come to shirk its 
duty. Small wonder that government, than 
which nothing is more important in the indi- 
vidual] life, is dictated by only slightly more 
than 60 per cent of those entitled to a voice. 
However, the opportunity is open to correct 
conditions, and Americans will have only them- 
selves to blame if they permit their govern- 
ment to degenerate, 
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THE LASH FOR HOLDUP MEN, 


Judge Joseph Buffington advocates a return 
to the whipping post as a means of breaking 
up crime waves. ‘“‘The human mind,’’-he says, 
“revolts from a species of punishment that is 
largely connected with stevery days, but 1 
see no reason why such punishment, if it acts 
as a deterrent, should not be extended to these 
heartless, hardened criminals who, without 
any ill will, any personal grudge or feeling 
against other people, provide themselves with 
revolvers, sawed-off shotguns and the like and 
shoot down innocent men.” 

No punishment should be held too severe 
to be meted out to those who have no fear 
of present penalties and have no regard for 
the lives or property of others. 

Judge Buffington points to the fact that he 
has studied closely the judicial systems of 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey and Delaware, and 
that he has been impressed with the apparent 
immunity of Delaware, as compared with 
the other two States, from the prevalent 
crime wave, and especially from highway rob- 
bery, bank-breaking, bank robbery, paymaster 
holdups and the like. The explanation, he 
says, is simple. Professional criminals make 
a study of the territory in which they expect 
to operate, and if it does not look encouraging 
they stay away. . Delaware, he points out, 
provides that a person who is guilty of any 
of these crimes is, in addition to imprison- 
ment, whipped, in some cases with 40 and in 
some cases with 20 lashes. Delaware's whip- 
ping post is keeping down her crime wave. 

It may well be. Whipping since ancient 
times has been a dreaded penalty. It not only 
strikes the actual body, but it penetrates the 
most hardened spirit. No criminal who feels 
the lash ever gloats over the thought that his 
crime was worth what he suffers. But public 
sentiment Jong ago condemned corporal pun- 
ishment for crime, and it would be very diffi- 
cult, apparently, to convince legislatures that 
the whipping post should be restored. 


FOOLHARDY FLYING. 
The German transatlantic airplane Bremen 
still lies stormbound in Ireland, the plans of 


its owners shrouded in mystery. Apparently 
dissension has broken out between two mem- 
bers of the crew. It is rumored that Com- 
mandant James Fitzmaurice, head of the Irish 
Free State army air force, will replace Arthur 
Spindler as copilot. The rumors have been 
denied, but Capt. Herman Koehl, pilot of the 
Bremen, has been putting the Irish officer 
through a course of instruction. 

It is rumored, too, that Maurice Drouhin, 
famous French pilot, has opened negotiations 
for use of the field upon which the Bremen is 
waiting as a starting point for another trans- 
atlantic flight. If these rumors are true, there 
is in prospect as thrilling a race as ever has 
been staged. Drouhin, however, says that he 
has no intention of starting his venture at the 
present time. In the meantime Sergt. de 
Troyat, one of Lindbergh’s closest friends 
while he was in Paris, is said to have a trans- 
atlantic plane, similar to Lindbergh’s, ready 
for flight the moment a favorable weather re- 
port is received. Again the prospect of an 
international air race is suggested. 

In the United States interest has been 
aroused in the arrival of Baron de Zuylen de 
Nyvelt, chairman of the committee on flying 
of the Royal Belgian Aero Club, which has 
posted a prize of $65,000 for the first nonstop 
flight between New York and Ostend. The 
flight must be made between June 20. and 
July 20 of this year, and Baron de Nyvelt 
plans to ask Government sanction for the 
flight. It will not be forthcoming, of course. 
The Government can no more sanction such 
events than it can prohibit them. é 

With prizes being posted of considerable 
intrinsic value, with the fliers and the public 
talking about intercontinenta] air races, there 
is danger that the tragedies of last summer 
will be repeated this year. Prizes and racing 
competition tend to make men, even skilled 
and highly trained aviators, lose their better 
judgment. Under the stimulus of a prize offer, 
or the prospect of a race, ships are taken off 
in the face of unsuitable weather, before they 
have been properly equipped or. thoroughly 
tested. Transatlantic flying for prizes or in

COMMITTEE FAVORS 
RAISE FOR CITY HEADS 


Bill to Increase Salary of the 
Assistant Engineer Commis- 
sioners Also Reported. 


The Capper bill to raise the pay of 
the District Commissioners from $7,500 
to $10,000 a year was reported favorably 
to the Senate-yesterday by the Senate 
District committee, together wth a bill 
to raise the pay.of the Assistant En- 
gineer Commissioners to $6,000. 

Senator Capper (Republican), of Kan- 
sas, chairman of the committee, said 
the local trade bodies and civic associa- 
tions unanimously were in favor of 
raising the pay of the Commissioners.

Copeland pointed 
out that the Commissioners appointed 
by the mayor of New York all receive 
$10,000 a year.

Foreign, Business Heavy. 


Many leading brokers, especially those 
who do business for banking institu- 
tions, say the total of foreign business 
h ndled on the stock exchange of late 
has been so large that, were its aggre- 
gate known, it would occasion a great 
deal of surprise. 

A few of these deals have been put 
through over the transatlantic tele- 
phone, tut mostly they are by cable 
and between institutions. That is, the 
buyer of the shares is usually a foreign 
bank acting for a client, which bank 
cables its correspondent here, which in 
turn passes th!. order on to its broker.

BANK ANNIVERSARY TODAY 


By F. W. PATTERSON. 

The net railway operating income of 
Class 1 ratlroads in February amounted 
to $70,064,223, which for that month 
was at the annual rate of return of 
4.79 per cent on their property, while 
in February, 1927, their net railway op- 
erating income was $69,516,412, or 4.89 
per cent on their property investment, 
according to compilation by the Bureau 
of Railway Economics made public yes- 
terday. These figures are based on re- 
ports from 186 Class 1 railroads rep- 
resenting a total mileage of 239,690 
miles. 

Gross operating revenues for Febru- 
ary amounted to $456,593,283 compared 
with $469,565,403 in the corresponding 
month last year or a decrease of 2.8 
per cent. Operating expenses coh- 
tinued to reflect economies with a total 
Of $348,498,198 compared with $361,- 
844,037 in February, [927, or a decrease 
of 3.7 per cent. 

Class 1 railroads in February paid 
$28,868,556 in taxes, a decrease of $411,- 
367. This brought the total tax bill 
of these carriers for the first two 
months in 1928 to $57,401,464, a de- 
crease Of $1,361,813 or 2.3 per cent be- 
low the corresponding period in 1927. 

Twenty-seven Class 1 railroads op- 
erated at a loss in February of which 
twelve were in the Eastern, three in the 
Southern and twelve in the Western 
district.

Bank Anniversary Today, 


Today marks the fifteenth anniver- 
sary of the founding of the Security 
Savings & Commercial Bank, and the 
officers and directors of the institution 
plan to fittingly observe the occasion. 

With its first banking quarters at 
729 Ninth street northwest and with a 
capital of $100,000 the. doors were 
opened for business on April 7, 1913, 
and at the close of the day there had 
been placed on deposit $32,226.32. The 
growth of the bank from its inception 
proved the acuracy of its founders in 
the belief that banking facilities placed 
at the disposal of merchants and others 
in the location chosen would meet with 
their hearty support. Soon outgrowing 
the offices at 729 Ninth street, the 
building at Ninth and G was taken and 
has been the home of the Security Sav- 
ings & Commercial ever since. The 
rapid growth of the institution only 
recently made it necessary to enlarge 
the banking rooms and additional space 
was acquired on G street, so that at the 
present time the banking rooms are be- 
ing enlarged and the interior remodeled, 
while the exterior has been completely 
changed.

In addition to its main office at 
Ninth and G street northwest, the 
bank operates a branch office at 710 
Fourtenth street northwest. The 
branch will move next month to new 
banking rooms built for it in the nearly 
completed hank and office building in 
the 1500 block on K street northwest, 
erected by Julius I. Peyser.

FOREIGN POOL MEASURE 


Democrats and Farm Bloc 
Join to Beat Trade Bill by 
181-to-120 Vote. 


HOOVER IS UNDER ATTACK

A coalition of Democrats and “farm 
bloc” Republicans in the House yes- 
terday rejected by a record vote of 181 
to 120 the Newton bill to permit Ameri- 
can importers to form buying pools to 
combat foreign government monopolies 
in rubber, potash and sisal. 

Opponents of the measure struck 
swiftly as soon as its consideration was 
commenced by the House, when Rep- 
resentative LaGuardia (Republican), 
New York, offered an amendment to 
Strike out the measure’s’ enacting 
clause. It was accepted, having the ef- 
fect of killing the bill. 

The two days’ debate on the measure 
was featured by the injection of the 
name of Secretary Hoover, who is as- 
piring to-the Republican presidential 
nomination and who had appeared be- 
fore the House judiciary committee to 
urge its enactment. 

Democrats and two Republican repre- 
sentatives, Dickinson, of Iowa, and 
King, of Illinois, the latter supporting 
Frank O. Lowden for the Republican 
nomination, assailed the Commerce Sec- 
retary for his approval’of the measure, 
which they characterized as creating 
an American Rubber Trust. Advocates 
of the measure, however, lauded Mr. 
Hoover's efforts in combating the Brit- 
ish rubber monopoly. 

The contention that farmers would 
benefil from the proposed buying pools, 
especially in potash and sisal, was ad- 
vanced by proponents of the measure, 
including Acting Chairman Dyer of the 
committee in charge of the bill, and 
its author, Representative Newton (Re- 
publican), Minnesota. But this bene- 
fit was denied by LaGuardia, Dickinson 
and Bowling (Democrat), Alabama. 
Dickinson also declared that the Re- 
publican party “should guard against 
supporting legislation to aid big in- 
terests.”’ 

Representative Michener (Republi- 
can), Michigan, together with several 
other» Republicans, including Stobbs, 
of Massachusetts; Kurtz, of Pennsyl- 
vania, and Hersey, of, Maine, empha- 
sized that no monopoly was formed, 
but that American businéss needed this 
“weapon to fight the British rubber and 
Mexican sisal combines.”

ROUNDING OUT THE NECK 
AND SHOULDERS 


VEN the girl whose figure might 
be described as “‘divine”’ stops be- 
fore the mirror in the shop where

ESTERDAY completed the consid-

partner of an initial bidder 
should jump the initial bid; today we 
shall begin the consideration of over- 
calls in some declaration other than 
the one named by pattner. In Con- 
tract, rescuing bids are unknown; there 
is no such thing as a weakness bid. 
Consequently, whether the partner is 
taking out an original No Trump or an 
original suit-bid, the take-out shows 
strength. 

When one partner has started by 
bidding one of a Major, the other part- 
ner should jump when his hand con- 
tains sirength and normal support for 
the Major; deny when he is strong 
elsewhere and lacks normal support in 
his partner's sult; pass when he lacks 
strength whether hoiding normal sup- 
port or not. 

WHAT IS NORMAL SUPPORT? 

Just as in Auction Bridge normal 
support for partner’s suit is any three 
or more cards of the suit, or its Ace 
or King with at least one other card. 
Queen and one other is the doubtful 
borderline holding; it may prove to be 
either a liability or an asset.

According to .the dictionary, 
swelling is a tumor. But you were not 
asking about tumors as defined in the 
dictionary. You had in mind the 
growths which go by the name of tu- 
mor. 

These are named for the. kind of tis- 
sue which composes them. Tumors com- 
posed of fibrous tissue, therefore, would 
be called fibroma, the first four letters 
signifying that the tumor is composed 
of fibrous tissue and the last three let- 
ters—oma—stand for tumor. You will 
find that the names of all tumors end 
in oma. If, for some reason or other, a 
mass of new bone forms anywhere in 
the body it would form a tumor called 
an osteoma. 


Some of the names of tumors are: 
F;}broma, fibrous tumor; enchondroma, 
cartilage tumor; osteoma, bone tumor; 
myoma, muscle tumor; nephroma, kid- 
ney tumor; adenoma, gland tumor; 
lipoma, fatty tumor. All of these tu- 
mors are usually benign. They get in 
the way and they push tissue out of 
place, but they have almost no tendency 
to destroy tissue or life. 


On the other hand, there is a group 
of malignant tumors that destroy what- 
ever gets in their paths, and even de- 
stroy life. They are the epitheliomas— 
epithelum cell tumors, carcinoma, an- 
other kind of epithelial cell tumor, and 
sarcoma, or malignant connective tis- 
sue. 


The cysts form another group of tu- 
mors. They are tumors that have some 
sort of wall, and which contain either 
fluid material or something bordering 
on fluidity. There are also several kinds 
of cysts. The simplest kind is known as 
the retention cyst. If a duct, down 
which fluid normally flows, becomes 
stopped in any way, the fluid accumu- 
lates, forming a retention cyst. 

As a rule cysts are benign. They get 
im the way and this causes trouble but

Maj. “A. W. Gullion Accused of 
Using Undue Influence to 
Obtain Bequests. 


Undue influence by Maj. Allen W. 
Gullion, of the office of the Judge ad- 
vocate of the United States Army, in 
the case of his friend, Henry F. Kee- 
nan, is charged in a caveat filed yes- 
terday in Probate Court protesting ad- 
mission to probate of the will of Kee- 


nan, who died March 7. Keenan left 
an estate valued at about $200,000 

The caveat, as presented by Attor- 
neys Lambert, Yeatman & Canfield, is 
signed by Katherine M. Jackson, Emily 
McMillin and Walter M,. Cross, jr., 
nieces and nephew of Keenan. These 
relatives not only charge undue influ- 
ence on the part of Maj. Gullion, but 
they allege that their uncle was not 
sound mind when he executed his will 
on December 30, 1927. The uncle was 
once a writer for the Philadelphia Bul- 
letin and died at the age of 85. 

Maj. Gullion was given a farm in 
Prince Georges County, Md., together 
with its equipment, and 100 shares of 
stock of the American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co. and 10 $1,000 French 
bonds and certain personal effects, and 
was one of the residuary legatees. Ac- 
cording to the caveat, the next of kin 
of Keenan would receive less than 
$20,000 of the estate by the terms of

Taft, wife of Chief Justice Taft, a 
“mukojima” or avenue of imported 
Japanese cherry trees from nurseries 
ir: New Jersey was planted in Potomac 
Park. 

In 1909 Dr. Jokichi Takamine, a noted 
chemist of Japan, -visited Washington 
and learned of the interest of its cit- 
izens in the cherry trees. He arranged 
for the Japanese capital, Tokyo, to 
send a gift of 2,000 trees to Washing- 
ton. 

Department of Agriculture experts 
found the trees infected with a danger- 


shrines 


ous scale, however, and they were 
burned. Dr. Takamine renewed his 
efforts and in 1911, a second gift of 3,020 
trees passed the tests and were planted, 

These trees represented twelve varie- 
ties selected according to the gardening 
traditions of Japan so they would bloom 
continugaisly for at least six weeks 
from their initial appearance. The 
trees are known by Japanese names. 
They are “yoshinos,” bearing single 
flowers and living 100 years; the so- 
called “droopers,” “willows,” ~ ant 
“thread,” the ‘hundred petal” and the 
“thousandfold.”

SENATE COMMITTEE 
MAY NOW REPORT IT 


Advocates Assert Passage at 
This Session Is Probable; 
Changes Outlined. 


The Copeland bill to regulate healing 
arts here was resurrected and revi- 
talized yesterday. The prospect now 
is that it may become a law before 
the Seventieth Congress ends. 

Recently, after a stormy hearing, 
Senator Copeland (Democrat), of New 
York, the author of the bill, announced 
that it was dead, and consigned it to 
a legislative tomb. This he did when 


it seemed that the medical men and 
the chiropractors were hopelessly at 
odds on the bill. 

Since then, however, the medical 
men, the osteopaths, homeopaths and 
ehiropractors have agreed on a com- 
promise bill. 


Announced by Copeland. 


An announcement to this effect was 
made yesterday at a meeting of the 
Senate District committee, and it was 
indicated that the committee would 
favorably report the bill to the Senate 
soon. 

After he had told the committee 

about the compromise yesterday, Sena- 
tor Copeland, who is himself a doctor, 
had the _ representatives of three 
branches of healing stand. up and con- 
firm his announcement. 
These were Dr. Joseph S. Wall, of 
the District Medical Society; Dr. 
Joseph A. Swope, of the Association of 
Osteopathic Physicians, and Dr. Hubert 
N. Roberts, of the District Chiropractic 
Association. ; 


Features in New Bill. 


The Copeland bill is designed to pro- 
tect the city against ignorant and un- 
acrupulous practitioners. While all the 
reputable practitioners here—both of 
the medical and drugiess healing school 
—have desired some sort of regulation, 
the chiropractors objected to the Cope- 
Jand bill as it was first drawn on the 
ground that it would drive many repu- 
table men among them out of busi- 
ness. 

The principal features in the com- 
promise bill are these: It will specif- 
ically mention a “board of chiroprac- 
tic;” it will permit chiropractors now 
practicing here to continue their work 
provided they attended a legally estab- 
lished chiropractic school, and it puts 
off to 1935 the provision requiring a 
chiropractor to have had two years in 


, college and four years in a chiropractic 


school. 
Agree to Examination. 


The chiropractors agreed to a pro- 
vision requiring them to take an exam- 
ination in the “basic sciences”’—physi- 
ology, anatomy, pathology, chemistry 
and bacteriology. The chiropractors 
first objected to such an examination 
but the medical men insisted on it. 

The bill would create a commission 
of five to administer the law. This 
commission would, in turn, create a 
board on basic sciences and other 
boards to examine the various kinds of 


. practitioners, medical and drugless. 


All applicants would have to take an 
examination, and then, provided they 
passed that, would take an examina- 
tion before the board in their particu- 
lar profession.

TAX EXEMPTION SUIT 
FILED BY RIGGS BANK 


Tests Right of District to Col- 
lect Levy on Interest op 
Federal Bonds. 


The first of what is expected 
a series of suits to recover taxes on 
interest on Liberty bonds, and other 
supposedly tax-exempt Government se- 


curities, was filed in Circuit Court yes- 
terday by the Riggs National Bank 
through its counsel, Frank J. Hogan. 
The amount sought to be recovered by 
this bank as having been paid under 
protest to the District government ts 
$18,574.43. This sum does not repre- 
sent the full amount paid, as the bank 
sent in a check for $40,331.60 as being 
all that the District government was 
entitled to receive on its demand for a 
total of $58,906.11. 

The bank decided to pay the $18,- 
574.43 after the District government 
threatened the use of a distraint war- 
rant to seize enough of the bank’s 
chattels to make up this sum. This 
case is regarded as a test, as the Dis- 
trict government has refused to heed 
the protest of local banks and financial 
institutions that the collection of such 
a tax was illegal. 

According to Mr. Hogan, the United 
States Supreme Court in the case of 
the Northwestern Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Co. against the State of Wisconsin 
decided that a tax on interest on Lib- 
erty bonds and other securities which 
are supposed to be exempé from State 
and Federal taxation amounted to a 
tax on the bonds and securities them- 
selves and hence was invalid because 
such bonds and securities were pur- 
chased with a definite and explicit un- 
derstanding that they were exempt 
from taxation. "
